Applicant argues that the Honda reference does not "detect colors of a first Image data," as claimed, since Honda's image is binary and 
is not concerned with color information. Examiner maintains the previous interpretation that binary images exhibit a monochrome color. 
While Honda's binary image does indicate the position and shape of characters, it can also be said that the image indicates colors. Each 
pixel in the image is either 1 or 0. The "1" represents one color, e.g. black; the "0" represents another color, e.g. white. This interpretation 
may be broad, but the examiner considers it to be reasonable as relates to the claim language. 

It should be noted that claim 1 and the corresponding other independent claims call for "detecting colors of a first image," but it does not 
appear that the detected colors are used elsewhere in the claim. After the first colors are detected, the colors of the background are 
detected. Then, a "uniform adjusting color is specified" so that the first image (e.g. characters) are recognizable against the colors of the 
second image data (e.g. the background image). The uniform adjusting color "concerns the first image data that have approximately 
equal colors" -- e.g. the uniform adjusting color replaces the colors of the first image data so that the first image data is recognizable 
when overlayed on the second image data. Nowhere in the claims do the detected first colors appear to be utilized. It may be that the 
uniform adjusting color replaces those portions of the first image that have color (i.e. those areas of the first image that form the 
character data) or that the uniform adjusting color is determined based on the detected colors, however, these limitations are not 
explicitly claimed. 
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
